UIIIIH : 


In oi'di.-r to promotu Inturnntlonul 


co-opcrutlnti and to iichluvo inturuu- 
tlu:inl pence nrid sucurlty, by the uc- 
ci'ptnnce of obligations uot to resort to 
war, by tlu; pruscrlptlon ot open, just, 
and honorahlc relations between na- 
tions, by the- firm establishment ot the 
understandings of International law as 
to actual rule of conduct among gov- 
ernments, and by the mulntenan.ce of 
justice anil a scrupulous respect for 
all treaty obligations in the dealings 
of organized peoples with one another, 
the high contracting parties agree to 
thlH covenant of 
league of nations. 


[In the original preamble the last 


Kt'ntcnce rend "adopt this constitution" 
Instead of. "agree to this covenant."] 


ARTICLE ONE 


Tin; original members of the league 


of nations shall be those of the filgna- 
torlo.s which are named In the annex 
to this covenant and also such of those 
othiT states named In the annex as 
Khali accede without reservation to 
tills covenant, Such accessions shall 
In? effijcfod by a declaration deposited 
with the secretariat within two months 
of tho coming Into force of the cove- 
nant. Notice thereof shall bo sent to 
nil other members of the league. 


Any fully solf-governlnp; state, do- 


minion. or colony not named In the an- 
nex. may hocomli n member of the 
league If Its admission Is ngrcud by 
two-thirds of Hie asst-mhly, provided 
that It shall give effective gmivantee/- 
of Its sincere intention to observe Its 
international obligations and shall ac- 
cept such regulations as may he pre- 
scribed by the league In regard to Its 
military and uiivul force and armn- 
pinnts. 


Any member of thp league mny, 


nftor two years' notice of Its Intention 
eo to do, withdraw from the league, 
provided that all Its International ob- 
ligations and nil Its obligations under 
this covenant shall have been fulfilled 
nt the time of its withdrawn!. 


[This article Is new, embodying with 


alterations and additions the old ar- 
ticle VII. It provides more specifically 
the method of admitting new members 
nnd adds the entirely new paragraph 
providing for withdrawal from 
the 


leajrue. No mention of withdrawn! was 
made In the original document.] 


ARTICLE 
TWO. 


The action of tho league under this 


covenant shnll be effected through the 
tnsfrumentallty of nn assembly nnd of 
n council, with permanent secretariat. 


(Originally this was n part of article 


I. Tt gives the name assembly to the 
piidierlng of representatives of the 
members of the lengne, formerly re- 
ferred to merely ns "the body of del- 
egates.") 


ARTICLE THREE. 


Tho assembly shnll consist of repre- 


sentatives of the members of 
the 


leiiguo. 


The assembly shall meet at stated 


Intervals and from time to time as oc- 
casion mny require, at the sent of the 
league, or at such other place ns mny 
be decided upon. 


The assembly mny deal nt Its meet- 


ings wlfh any matter within the sphere 
of action of the league, or affecting the 
peace of the world. 


At meetings of the assembly, each 


member of the league shall have one 
vote, arid may have not more than 
three representatives. 


(This embodies pnrts of the original 


articles one, two and three, with only 
minor changes. It refers to "members 
of the league," where the term "high 
contracting parties" 
originally 
was 


used, nnd this change Is followed 
throughout the revised draft.) 


ARTICLE FOUR. 


The council shall consist of repre- 


sentatives of the United States of 
America, of the British empire, of 
Trance, of Italy, nnd of Japan, to- 
gether with representatives of four 
other members of the league. 
These 


four members of the league shall be 
selected by the assembly from time 
to time In Its discretion. 
Until the 


appointment of the representatives of 
th-» four members of the league first 
selected by the assembly, representa- 
tives of - shall be members of the 
council. 


With the approval of the majority 


of the assembly tho council may name 
additional 
members 
to 
the 
lengue 


whose representatives shall always be 
members of the council; the council 
with like approval may Increase tho 
number of members of the league to 
be selected by tho assembly for repre- 
sentation on the council. 


The council shall meet from tlmo to 


time as occasion racy require and at 
least ouce a year, at the seat of the 
league, or at such other place as may 
be decided upon. 


The council mny deal at Its meet- 


ings with any matter with the sphere 
of. action of the league or affecting 
the peace of. the world. 


Any member of the lengue not rep* 


resented on the council shall be In- 
vited to send a representative to sit as 
a member at any meeting of the coun- 
cil during the consideration of mat- 
ters specially affecting the Interests of 
that member of the league. 


At the meetings of the council each 


member of the league represented on 
the council shall have one vote, and 
may not have more than one repre- 
sentative. 


ARTICLE FIVE 


Except where otherwise expressly 


provided In this covenant, decisions 
nt any meeting of the assembly or of 
the council shall require the agree- 
ment of all the members of the league 
represented at the meeting. 


The flrst meeting of the assembly 


nnd the first meeting of the council . 
shall be summoned by the president of 
the United States of America. 


ARTICLE SIX 


The permanent secretariat shall be 


established nt the seat of the league. 
The secretariat shnll comprise a sec- 
retariat general and such secretaries 
and stnff ns mny be required. 


The first secretary genernl shnll be 


the person named in the annex; there- 
after the secretary general shull be 
appointed by the council, with the np- 
provnl of the majority of the assembly. 


The secretary general shall act in 


that capacity at all meetings of the 
assembly nnd of the council. 


The expense of the secretariat shall 


be borne by the members of the 
league, In accordance with the appor- 
tionment of the expenses of the In- 
ternational bureau of the Universal 
Postal union. 


[This replaces the original article 


V. In the original the appointment of 
the first secretary general was left to 
the council and approval of the ma- 
jority of the assembly was not re- 
quired for subsequent appointments.} 


ARTICLE SEVEN. 


The sent of the league is established 


nt Geneva. 


The council mny nt anytime decide 


thut the seat of the league shnll bs 
established elsewhere. 


All positions under or in connection 


with the league, Including the secre- 
tariat, shall be open equally to men 
nnd women. 


Representntives of the members of 


the league and omclnls of the league, 
when engaged on the business of the 
lengue, shull enjoy diplomatic privi- 
leges nnd Immunities. 


The buildings and other property 


occupied by the lengue or Its officials, 
or by representatives attending its 
meetings, shall be Inviolable. 


[The paragraph opening positions to 


women equally with men is new.] 


ARTICLE EIGHT. 


The members of tlie league recog- 


mlzes that the maintenance of n pence 
requires the reduction of national ar- 
maments to the lowest point consistent 
with national safety and the enforce- 
ment by -common action of interna- 
tional obllgntions. 


The council, taking account of the 


geographical 
situation 
nnd circum- 


stances of each estate, shull formulate 
plans for such reduction for the con- 
sideration nnd action of the several 
governments. 


Such plans shnll be subject to recon- 


sideration and revision at least every 
ten years. 


Afler these plans shall have been 


adopted by the several governments 
limits of armaments therein fixed shall 
not be exceeded without the concur- 
rence of the council. 


The members of the lengue agree 


that 
the 
manufacture 
by _private 


enterprise of munitions and imple- 
ments of war Is open to grave objec- 
tions. 
The council shnll advise how 


the evil effects attendant upon such 
manufacture can be prevented, due re- 
gard being had to the necessities of 
those members of the league which 
are not able to manufacture the muni- 
tions and Implements of war necessary 
for their safety. 


The members of the lengue under- 


tnke to Interchange full and frank in- 
formation as to the scale of their ar- 
maments, their military nnd naval 
programs and the condition of such of 
their industries as are adaptable to 
warlike purposes. 


ARTICLE N I N E . 


A permanent commission shnll be 


constituted to advise the council on 
the execution of the provisions of nr- 
tlcle one nnd on military arid naval 
questions generally. 


(Unchanged except for the inser- 


tion of the words "article.") 


ARTICLE 
TEN. 


The members of the lengue under- 


take to respect 
and preserve, 
as 


against external aggression, the ter- 
ritorial Integrity and existing political 
Independence of all members of the 
lengue. In case of nuy such aggres- 
sJon or In case of any threat or dim- 


assembly or d'f.-jOw council any cir- 
cumstance whatever, affecting intern a- 
Uonai relations'which threatens to dls-, 
turb either the peace or the good un- 
derstanding between nations upon 
which peace depends. 
. • • . " • 


;ARTICUE TWELVE. 


The members of the league agree- 


that if there should arise between 
them any dispute likely to lead to 
a rupture, they will submit the-matter 
either to arbitration or to Inquiry by 
the council, and they agree-In- no case 
to resort to war until three months 
after the award by the arbitrators or 
the report |>y the counclL 


In any case under this article, the 


award of the arbitrators shall be made 
within a reasonable time, and the re- 
port of the council shall- be made ,wlth- 
In six months after the submission of 
the dispute. 
" 


ARTICLE THIRTEEN. 


The members of the league agree 


that,'whenever any dispute shall arise' 
between them which they recognize to 
be suitable for submission to arbitra- 
tion nnd which cannot be satisfactorily 
settled by diplomacy, they will submit 
the whole subject matter to arbitra- 
tion. Disputes as to the Interpretation 
of a treaty, as to any question of Inter- 
national law, as to the existence; of 
any fact which, if established, would 
constitute a breach of any.lnternation- 
nl obligation, or as to the extent,and 
nature of the reparation to be made 
for any such breach, are declared to be 
among those which are generally suit- 
able for submission to -arbitration. 
For the consideration of any such dis- 
pute the court of arbitration to which 
the case Is referred shall be the court 
agreed on by the parties in the dispute 
or stipulated In any convention exist- 
ing between them. 
The members of the league agree that 


they will carry out In full good faith 
any. award that may be rendered, and 
that they will not resort to war against 
a member of the league which complies 
therewith. In the event of any failure 
to carry out such an award tine coun- 
cil shull propose what steps should be 
taken to give effect thereto. 


ARTICLE FOURTEEN. 


The council shall formulate and sub- 


mit to the members of the league for 
adoption plans for the establishment of 
a permanent court of international jus- 
tice. 
The court shall be competent 


to hear nnd determine any dispute of 
nu international character which the 
parties thereto submit to It. The court 
may also give an advisory opinion upon 
any dispute or question referred to It 
by tlie council or by the assembly. 


ARTICLE FIFTEEN. 


If there should arise between mem- 


bers of the league any dispute likely 
to lead to a rupture which is not sub- 
mitted to arbitration as above the" 
members of the league agree thnt they 
will submit the matter to. the council. 


Any party to the dispute may effect 


such submission by giving notice of 
the existence of the dispute to the sec- 
retary general, who will make all nec- 
essary arrangements for a full inves- 
tigation and consideration thereof. For 
this purpose the parties to the dispute 
will communicate to the secretary gen 
eral, as promptly ns possible, state- 
ments of their case, all the relevant 
facts and papers; the council may 
forthwith 
direct 
the 
publication 


thereof. 


In Case of Success. 


The council shall endeavor to effect 


a settlement of any dispute, and If 
such efforts are successful a state- 
ment shall be made public giving such 
facts and explanations regarding the 
dispute, terms of settlement thereof, 
ns the council may deem appropriate 


If the dispute Is not thus settled, the 


council, either unanimously or by a 
majority vote, shall njake and publish 
a report containing a statement of the 
facts of the dispute and the recom- 
mendations which are deemed Just and 
proper in regard thereto. 


Any member of the lengue repre- 


sented on the council pay make pub- 
lic n statement of the facts of the 
dispute nnd of Its conclusions regard- 
Ing the same. 


ger of such aggression, the council 
shall advise upon the means by which 
this obligation shall be fulfilled. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN. 


Any wnr or threat of war, whether 


Immediately affecting any of the mem- 
bers of the league or not, Is hereby 
declared n matter of concern to the 
whole league, and the league shall 
take any nctin tbnt may be deemed 
wise nnd effectual to safeguard the 
peace of nations. 
In cnse nny such 


emergency should nrtsef the secretary 
genernl shnll, on the request of nny 
member of the league, forthwith sum- 
mon n meeting of the council. 


It is nlso declared to be the funda- 


mental right of each member of the 


Agree to Avoid War. 


If n report by the council Is unani- 


mously agreed to by the members 
thereof other than the representatives 
of one or more of the parties to the 
dispute, the members of the league 
agree that they will not go to war with 
any party to the dispute which com- 
piles with recommendations of the re- 
port. 
- 


If the council fails to reach n report 


which is unanimously agreed to by the 
members thereof, other than the rep- 
resentatives of one or more of tlie par- 
ties to the dispute, the members of 
the lengue reserve to themselves the 
right to take such action as they shall 
consider necessary for the maintenance 
of right and justice. ' ' 


If the dispute between the parties is 


claimed by one of them, and is found 
by the council, to arise out of n mat- 
ter which by international law Is sole- 
ly within-the domestic jurisdiction of 
thnt party, the council shnll so report, 
and shall make no recommendation as 
to'its settlement. 


May Refer to Assembly. 


The council may in any case under 


this article refer the dispute to the 
assembly. The dispute shall be so re- 
.fererd at the request of either party 
to the dispute, provided that such re- 
quest be made within fourteen days 
after the submission of the dispute to 
the council. 


AR-TICLE SIXTEEN. 


Should nny member of the1 league 


resort to war in disregard of its cove- 
nants under articles twelve, thirteen, 
or fifteen, it shnll, ipso fncto, be deem- 
ed to have committed an act of war 
ngainst 
nil other members of the 


lengue, which hereby undertake Imme- 
diately to subject it- to the severance 
of all trade or financial relations, the 
•prohibition of nil Intercourse between 
their nationals nnd the nntlonnls of 


league to bring to the attention of: the I the covenant breaking state and. the 


prevention of all financial, commercial 
or personal intercourse between th«

state and the nationals of any other 
state, ^whether a member of the league

It shall be the duty of the connci 


In such-case to. recommend to the sev- 
.eral governments concerned what ef- 
fective military or naval forces Qi« 
members.of the•ieaj.Tie shall severally 
contribute to the annamerite of forces 
to be nse<r- to protect the covenants 
of the league. 


The members of, the league agree 


further, that'rthey will mutually sup- 
port one another In the financial anc 
economic measures, which are taken 
nnderjhts article, in order to minimize 
the. loss -and -inconvenlnce resulting 
from the above measures, and that 
they will mutually support one anoth- 
er in resisting kny special measures 
aimed at'one of their number by the 
covenant-breaking state, and that they 
will |ake the necessary steps to afford 
passage through their territory to the 
forces of any of the members o_tthe 
league which are co-operating to pro- 
tect the covenants of the lengue. 


Any-member of the league which 


has violated any covenant of the 
league may be,declared to be DO long- 
er a member of the league by a vote 
of the council' concurred in by the 
representatives of all the other mem- 
bers of the league .represented thereon. 


ARTICLE SEVENTEEN. 


In the event of a dispute between a 


member of the league and a state 
which is not a member'of the league, 
or between states not members of 
the league, the state or states not 
members 
of the deague shall be 


invited to accept the obligations of 
membership fn the league for the pur- 
poses of such dispute, upon such con- 
ditions as the council n*ay deem Just. 
If "sucn invitation is accepted, the pro- 
visions of articles twelve to sixteen 
Inclusive shall be applied with such 
modifications as mnj- be deemed nec- 
essary by the council. 


Upon such Invitation being given, 


the council shall Immediately Insti- 
tute an inquiry into the circumstances 
or the dispute nnd recommend such 
action as may seem best and most ef- 
fectual In the circumstances. 


If a state so invited shall refuse to 


accept .the obligations of membership 
In the league for the purposes of such 
dispute, and shall resort to wnr 
against a member of the league, the 
provisions of article sixteen shall be 
applicable as against the state taking 
such action. 


• If both parties to the dispute, when 
so Invited, refuse to. accept the obliga- 
tions of membership in the league for 
the purposes of such dispute, the coun- 
cil may take such measures and make 
such recommendations as will prevent 
hostilities and will result in the set- 
tlement of the dispute. 


ARTICLE EIGHTEEN. 


Every -convention or .international 


engagement entered into henceforward 
by any member of the lengue, shnll be 
forthwith registered with the secretn- 
rint and shall, as soon as possible, be 
published by it. 
No such treaty or i 


international 
engagement 
shall 
be 


binding until so registered. 


ARTICLE NINETEEN. 


The assembly may from time to 


time advise the reconsideration by 
members of the lengue of treaties 
which have become inapplicable, and 
the consideration of iDternntionui con- 
ditions whose continuance might en- 
danger the peace of the world. 


ARTICLE TWENTY. 


The members of the lengue sev- 


erally agree thnt this covenant Is ac- 
cepted as abrogating all obligations or 
understandings inter se which are-In- 
consistent with the terms thereof, nnd 
solemnly undertake that they will not 
hereafter enter into any engagements 
inconsistent with the terms thereof. 


ARTICLE TWENTY-ONE. 


Nothing in this covenant shall be 


deemed to. affect the validity of inter- 
national engagements, such ns treaties 
of arbitration, or regional understand- 
ings like the Monroe doctrine for se- 
curing the maintenance of peace. 


[Entirely new.] 


ARTICLE TWENTY-TWO! 


To those colonies- and territories 


which, as a consequence of the inte 
wnr, have ceased to be under the sov- 
ereignty of the states which formerly 
governed them and which are inhnb- 
ited by peoples not yet able to stnnd 
by themselves under the strenuous 
conditions of the modern world, there 
should, be nppiied the principle thnt 
the well-being nnd development ot 
such peoples form n sncred trust of 
civilization and thnt securities for the 
performance of this trust should be 
embodied in-this covenant. 


The best method of giving practi- 


cable effect to this principle is that 
the tutelage of such peoples be in- 
trusted to advanced nations who, by 
reason of tlielr resources, their expe- 
rience or their geographical position, 
can best undertake this responsibility 
and who are willing to accept It, and 
that this tutelage should be exercised 
by them as mnndatories on behalf of 
the league. . • 


ICertnin communities formerly he- 


longing to the Turkish empire have 
reached a stage of development where 
their existence, us independent na- 
tions, can be provisionally'recognized 
subject to the rendering of adminis- 
trative advice and assistance by a 
mandatory until such time as they .are 
able to stnnd alone. 
The wishes of 


these communities must be n princi- 
pal consideration in the selection of 
the mandatory pe'oplesi especially those 
of central Africn, who are at such n

of the mandatory and other circum- 
stances can be best administered un- 
der the laws of the mandatory "is in- 
tegral portions of its territory subject 
to the safeguards above mentioned In 
the Interests of the indigenous popu- 
lation. In every case of mandate, the 
mandatory shall render to the council 
an annual report in reference to the 
territory committed to its charge. 


A permanent commission shall be

Washington.—Military rank Is to be 


asked for 
American army nurses. 


Ella Phillips Crandall. secretary of the 
committee'of nursing of, .the council 
of national defense, goes so far' as to 
say that In future wars women will 
refuse to serve as nurses unless they 
are given commissions. 
There Is a reason, although. It may be 


that the military authorities will deny 
that it Is an adequate one, for the po- 
sition which "the women nurses take 
in this .matter. There have been're- 
ports of many cases in which the 
women have been unable to get cer- 
tain "things done in the hospitals near 
the front because they did not have 
the Insignia of rank which entitled 
them to give orders to service men act- 
ing supposedly under them. 


It is understood that un attempt 


will be made to get at the demands 
from the viewpoint of absolute justice 
la the case, and if it shall be found 
that efficiency' will be best'served by 
granting the nurses' wishes the thing 
probably will be done. 


In 1915 I was in Europe as a corre- 


spondent and stayed some time in Eng- 
land beforexleaving for the French 
front. 
I- was stopping at a hotel in 


the English metropolis when 75 Cana- 
dian young women army nurses ar- 
rived. They were to be distributed to 
the various Canadian' hospital camps 
in the field, .1; Every one of these wom- 
en was! an army officer to tne e:stent 
that she held,a commission as second 
lieutenant. .';Th!s gave, her the right 
within certain restrictions to issue or- 
ders 'to, noncommissioned officers and 
enlisted men of the Canadian service.

to do still is problematical. The sub- 
ject is charged with T. N. T., not so 
much because men in Washington be- 
lieve It really is a potential danger, 
ns because they fear that In getting 
after what they think is anarchy they 
may be getting after something which 
'is harmless and which has been mis- 
Interpreted. Consequently It Is easy 
enough to see that there are what 
might be called personal political dan- 
gers in any attempt by individuals to 
start legislation, unless definite knowl- 
edge is in hand that the thing assailed 
is anarchy and not merely a. remote 
resemblance of It.

There are thousands of mien In the 


city of Washington not In congress 
who take as deep an Interest In the 
signs of anarchy here and there as do 
the

themselves.

known that, the sporadic manifesta- 
tions of anarchy in the United States 
have been a heart burden of specula- 
tion and even of anxiety to men high 
in public office in this city. They have 
studied them, and are continuing their 
study, but. thus far study has been car- 
ried "on largely, so to speak, in the 
closet, because open acknowledgement 
of anarchy as a danger means that 
such anarchy as there is will profit by 
the publicity of using it for Its own 
ends. 
Rely on Education. 


Men in public life, and who have 


been long years in it. do not think that
